At the beginning, it seemed unlikely that Esar- 
haddon wouid ever rule Assyria. His name, which 
means, “ASSur has given a brother,” was that of an 
also-ran, a younger son well down in the line of 
succession, and his own inscriptions confirm that 
was indeed his position. But events, his own deter- 
mination, and perhaps his mother, conspired to 
bring him to power nonetheless. In 694 one of his 
elder brothers, A8$ur-nadin-Sumi, who was serving 
as Assyrian regent in Babylonia and probably 
being groomed to succeed Sennacherib on the 
throne of Assyria, was unexpectedly kidnapped by 
the neighboring Elamites and put to death. Sen- 
nacherib, perhaps at the urging of Esarhaddon's 
formidable mother Naqi’a (Zakutu), unexpectedly 
passed over older sons to name Esarhaddon as heir 
apparent, incidentally also assigning him the more 
appropriate, but cumbersome, alternate name, AS- 
Sür-etel-ilàni-mukin-apli, “ASSur, prince of the 
gods, is the one who established the heir." 

Although Sennacherib endeavored to strengthen 
Esarhaddon's somewhat irregular position by as- 
sembling the people of Assyria, along with Esar- 
haddon's brothers, and imposing on them all a 
solemn oath to support the new heir, Esarhaddon 
was shortly discredited by his brothers — "calum- 
ny, slander and lies,” according to Esarhaddon's 
inscriptions — and he was forced to withdraw into 
hiding for bis own safety. At this rather bleak 
moment in Esarhaddon's fortunes, Sennacherib 
himself was assassinated by another son, and the 
brothers who were still in Assyria began to battle 
among themselves over the succession. In an un- 
expected and daring move, Esarhaddon led his 
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troops down mountain passes in mid-winter, con- 
fronted his brothers' armies on the plains west of 
Nineveh, defeated them resoundingly, and marched 
into the capital at the beginning of the year 680 to 
claim the throne he had so nearly lost. 

Despite this rocky beginning and a chronic ill- 
ness, probably lupus, that dogged him until his 
death, Esarhaddon proved to be a successful ruler, 
particularly in foreign affairs. His program of pub- 
lic works and other favours for recently conquered 
Babylonia, inaugurated with a personal appear- 
ance in Babylon at the very beginning of his reign, 
won decades of relatively peaceful cooperation 
from the long-rebellious Babylonians. An early 
military campaign (676) against the Phoenician city 
of Sidon and its northern allies succeeded in nip- 
ping a western rebellion in the bud. Three years 
later an equally successful attack on Shubria, just 
north of Assyria, secured quiet on that frontier as 
well. A rather insignificant campaign to impose 
Assyrian control on a handful of restless Median 
rulers became the prelude to a journey of explora- 
tion to the east, eventually reaching the forbidding 
salt deserts of the Dasht-i-Kavir in northern Iran in 
what appears to have been a daring — if in retro- 
spect unpromising — effort to develop routes for 
conquest or direct trade with the distant east. Esar- 
haddon's greatest military achievement, however, 
came in the year 671, when he succeeded in leading 
his troops across the Sinai peninsula to conquer 
Egypt on his second attempt, a conquest which 
brought the Assyrian empire briefly to its greatest 
geographic expansion. 

In spite of these achievements abroad, Esarhad- 
don's reign was not a quiet one. Worried letters to 
the king from his doctors indicate that the pain of 
his mysterious illness repeatedly confined the king 
to his chambers. Eclipses portending danger to the 
king forced him to name a series of temporary 
substitute rulers while he himself assumed the 
guise of a farmer to deflect the impending harm 
away from himself. Records of more than two 
hundred royal requests for oracles during Esarhad- 
don's reign reflect more routine worries, ranging 
from uncertainties about the loyalty of proposed 
royal appointees to anxieties about whether pro- 
posed campaigns would be successful or whether 
proposed diplomatic marriages would prove 
worthwhile; some of the questions asked — such as 
repeated inquiries about whether the collection of 
horse taxes could be carried out without the tax 
collectors being kidnapped or killed — suggest that 
imperial control of the more distant boundaries 
was already eroding. The most serious threat, how- 
ever, was internal. In 670, only a year before his 
death, the king took the extreme measure of as- 
sassinating many of his own magnates, suggesting 
that even after ten years of rule Esarhaddon still 
seriously feared an uprising in the homeland. 

In autumn of the following year, the Egyptians 
revolted against their Assyrian-appointed offi- 
cials, and Esarhaddon led an army west to subdue 
them. He died on the way in north Syria, a victim 
of illness rather than of the treachery he had so long 
feared. Although his chosen heir, Assurbanipal, 
claimed the throne without incident — thanks in 
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part to support from the still redoubtable queen- 
mother — Assyria was rapidly approaching its final 
days, when the forces Esarhaddon had briefly kept 
in check would at last combine to destroy the 
empire and usher in a new age.
